The report of Mr. A, Sath, Rogistrar 
of Hongkong Suprome Court, shows that 
the number of aotions instituted in the 
Original Jurisdiction‘of the Court during tho 
year 19-5 was 427, ond thore were 275 ponding 
at tho commencement of that year, Of theso, 
272 were disposcd of during the year, 64 being 
sottled or withdrawn bofore trial, and 257 being 
struck iat of the cause-book as having been 
standing over generally for more then s year, 
leaving a baluneo of 154 nndixposed.of. The 
total amount involved was $7,8:65,760,94; the 
dobta and: damages recovered amounted to

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FOGS ON CHINA COAST, 
The Governwont of Hongkong have received 
8 special report fron Mr. G. Figg, dealing 
with the phonomens of fog distribution, We 
make the following extracts :~— 
Tho oceurrence of fog on the China coast has 


beon investigated from observations made at. 


tho treaty porta and lighthouse stations along 
the coast during tho five years 1901 to 1905 
inolusive. The portw record much less fog than 
tho lighthouse stations in their reapeotive 
neighbourhoods, But it must be remarked that 
obaorvations are usually recorded overy six 
hours at tho ports, whoreas they are made every 
three houra ut tho lightheuses. Novertheless 
it would sppear, that much moro fog is 
found a fow miles soaward of tho river 
mouths ihan at the ports on rivers a 
little inland, For instance taking the three 
ports; Swatow, Amoy and Foochow, we find 
that tho mean monthly peroontage for the year 
ig 2.5, whereas grouping Lamooks, Chapel Jeland, 
Ockwou, Turnabout and Middle Dog rosalts, we 
obtain a mean annual perosntago of 13.5. We 
get almost the same result if wo compare Che- 
foo with the Shangtung Promontory and How- 
ki lighthousas, but the difference is not so 
great when Ningpo and Woosung are compared 
with tho adjacont lighthonse stations. When 
the mean percentage of the whole of tho stations 
iv-taken, April proves to be tho foggiest month, 
25 per cent. of the days boing foggy, and 
Soptembor has the loast fog, viz. 1 por cont. 
But the timo of the occurrence of the maximum 
varies with latitude, the 8. o ast recording the 
maximum in March, and Shantung and the 
Gulf of Pechili between June and July, 
As to tho conditions under which fog:ia pro- 
duced, it is found that the oxistencs of arens of 
low pressure over the Continent and adjicont 
waters aro tho chiof factors, In Spring 
tho normal high pressure over the continont 
is gradully disappearing ond from time to 
time low pressure areas take its place. Tho 
north-east monsoon under the latter condition 
becomes light or cuases altogether. At the 
same time there is an inflow of warm humid 
air from equatorial regions. We thus frequoutl 


blowing along the coast of a relatively low 
temperature a8 compared with the. warm 
moisture. laden current coming from the 
South, the Latter, however, not necossarily 
being surface currents but of low altitude. 
This ig frequently seen by the wind records 
at Vioforia Pook (1,816 fest above (M.9.L.) 
and from the direction of tho . lower 


clouds, In  suoh cdses it is found that 
tho vertical temperature gradient ordinarily 
obtaining between soa level and the Peak 
is diminished or even reversed, the Peak 
sometimes having a higher temperature thun 
that at sea level. And it id in March that the 
lonst mean differonce between the sir tempera- 
ture at the sigosl station aud that at the 
Observatory (1( 9 feat ubove M.8.L.) is found, 
the April difference being very little greater. 
The intermixtnre of these two currents of air 
of quite different {emperatures is the chief 
factor in the production of fog slong the 
coast, With the complote cstablishmont of the: 
hot weather condition over the continent fog 
practically ceases to occur, except the purely 
‘ocal fogs, which cocasionally occur at individaal 
stations in the summer, and which are usually 
caused by the cooling of the ground by radia- 
tion. The clasa of fog occurs usually in the 
evening or carly morning hours ond is quickly 
distipated by the warming up of the air after 
sunrise, Towards the end of the year fog 
begins to inorease agaia. ‘The air over the | 
coutinent has now become much colder and 
any inrush towarts the coast of relatively 
warm nir, such as happens wh-a o depression 
forms inland, is liable to cause fog, To tho na-_ 
vigator the practical importance of the 
results © arriy at is this, that sbout 
the begioning of the year wheuever.it is known 
that low pressure areas exist over Cuins or 
adjacent water he may expect to find more or 
less fog along the -coast, its occurrence be- 
coming more and more frequent and its charuc- 
ter probably donser, until tho pe iod of tho 
year whon the maximam of fog ‘obtains is 
reached on the difforent parts of the coast. On 
the other hand when China is covered by high 
pressurg ureas he may ba tolerably aure that he 
will not mest with fog along the const, but he 
will, at times, find a good deal of haze. For 
example, in February, 1905, during the paricd 
8th to 17th inclusive, anticyclonic conditions 
prevailed over China, and not a single station 
on tho coast recorded fog, Tho mean height of 
the barometer in Hongkong for the period 
named will bya sufficient index as to “presaure 
conditions over China. It was ,3'.26 or 0.11 
inch ebove normal, From the |8th to 25th: 
foge were general over tho S. coast of China, 
the Formosa Channel and the E. coast as far 
North ag tho Chusan Archipelngo, correspond+ 
ing to a period of. low pressure over 8, Chiou 
and the Eastern Sea,, The mean height of:the 
barometer in Hongkong for this period .was 
29.98 or 0.17 below the normal, 


VICTORIA GAOL, 


The report of Mr. PF, G. Badeley, superinten- 
dent of Victoria Gaol, as published in tho 
Government, Gazette, shows tiat the number of 
prisonors received into prison daring the year 
1905 was 6,227, 05 against 7,464 for the year 
1904. ‘There was. thus a decrease of 1,287 on the 
total namber of admissions, as compared with 
the previons year. The number of convictions 
from the New Territory was' 169, against 80 for 
the previous yéar. The following table shows 
the number of conviets oontined in Victoria Gaol 
on the 3lst Devomber, for the past ten years —

‘The Homo system of registering prisoners on 
their admission to prison was introduced on the 
Ist January, 1905, and ia working well The 
complote goparation of first offendors from’ 
habitual criminals has boon obsarved during tho 
year. Tho site for a new prison ut Kowloon 
has beon selected and the sum of $40,000 
towards orecting the amo haa bern included 
in the Estimates for: tho’ current year. 
l owcor repairs ta the prison have been 
carried ont by prison labonr. Tho industrial 
activity, to in my’provious annual reports aon: 
tinnes referred and po efforts have been spared to 
koop prisoners omployed in productive forms 
of labour. Tho sanitary condition of the 
risons is good ond tho appliances for uso 
‘mm cases of fire are. sufficient and in good 
working order.

THE HONGKONG OBSERVATORY. 


The report of the director, Mr. W. Dor- 
borck, on ‘the Hongkong — Observatory, 
oppeara in tha enrront Gazetic, The following

Following the method used in meteorological 
offices and taking tho sum of total and 
partial success os s measure of .auccoss, and 
tho sum of total and partial foiluroas measuro 
of failure, it follows that 89 per cent. of the 
woathor forecasts ware sicoessfal in 1905. Tha 
China Meteorological Register was printed 
every morning at the Observatory, and in. 
formation regarding stormy was telegraphed 
to Hongkong and exhibited on notice-boards 
as often ond aa fully as such information could 
be justified by the woathor telograms received, 
This happened ou 90 days, in 1905, Tho Red 
Drum slono was hoisted twice, the Rad South 
Cone and Red Drum twice, the Red South 
Cone stone, onc, the Black Drum alone four 
times, the Black North Cone and Black Drom 
three times, the Black South Cone and Block 
Drum twice, tho Black South Cone alono four 
times, and the Black Conc and Black Bull 
three times, The typhoon gua was fired ono. 
Printed bulletins “for general distribution 
wore issued once, The thinks of the Govern. 
ment are due to the talegraph companies, who 
continue to forward motéorvlogical telegrams 
from outports to Hongkong frov of obarge, 
and also to the staffs of the Eastern Extension 
and Australasian Tolograph Company at Sharp 
Peak, Iloilo, Bacolod and Cebu, who make 
and transmit observations twion daily.

“CHINESE JUSTICE. 


Recently we reprinted « letter from the 
Times, in which Mr, Lin Hsing-kwei doalt with 
Chineso grievances at Shanghai. Mr. R, 8. 
Gundry answers it in the Times of March 10th. 
Following is the concluding portion of his 
letter :— : 5 

Let us try to ascertain, now, why the police 
persist in removing to the municipal gaol tho 
prisoners whom Mr, Lin,and his friends think 
ought to lie at the Mixod Conrt. Eight years 
ago, in May, 1898, the then Crown Advocate, 
Mr. H. P. Wilkinson, addressed {o ‘the Muni- 
offi! Council, by whom the Foreiga Settlement 
is udministered, a report of the Mixed Court 
prisov, in which, more sinteg not only “ prisoners 
and defendants, but often plaintiffs and

—from which I trast I may be allowed to quote 
the following paragrapha:— > 7 

As to the space—The prison is slways 
overcrowded ;, at all times, such a8 thé Chinese 
new year, iL is-so full that it. is impossible for 
all to sit down, let alone lie down. . 

- ,Mood.—For two days after entry no food is 
supplied by the authorities. 

If after two days the detained aro obviously. 
cashioss and friendloss—that is,,wnsqueezable— 
one bowl of rice and one smal} platé of salt 
cabbage a day are given them, 

Wator.—No arrangements whatever for 
supplying water or tea’ ara mado by the 
authorities without. payment first made, 

Sanitation.—The sole arrangement for the 
relief of nature ig one wooden tub placed in o 
corner of the prison. To this prisoners who 
are suspected of iaving and concealing any 
means are fastoned, 

To any case, the latest arrivals are placed 
near this tub and have the duty of cleaning it. 


‘| In this room dauths ere frequent. 


The prison to tho left of the ontranco is 
reserved for female plaintiffs, defendants, and 


{ witnesses in Chinexe civil casea and female 


prisonors in police cases. : 

This prison is kept on exactly similar prin- 
ciples to {hose described abuve, : 

In this room thy’ detained are occasionally 
beaten by those in charge in ordee to. extort 
money. ; 

‘Further investigation showed that a room 
measuring Lft, by 18ft. contained 15 women, 
and another,-moasuring 15ft, by 12ft. contained 
14 women and girls at the timo of inspection. 

Tho Manicipal Council hereupon built e gaol 
more in ‘accordance with foreign ideas of 
sanitation to which male Chineso dealt with at 
the Mixed Court have since been consigned. 
List your cells for females also were completed, 
and a matron placed in charge, but the Taotai 
opposed the removal of women from the Mixed 
Court to them, Hine ille lachrymz. Hence 
prolonged controversy between His Bxcelletioy 
and the Treaty Consnls and the unseemly fracas 
which has been described. 

Much might be written to throw farthor 
light on the conditions of the judicial system 
which China has beea promising for noarly 40 
years to reform, but I have already encroached 
too long on your space,

CHINESE LABOUR. 
MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 

Tho following official report on thé Chinese 
compounds, furnished by tue Modical Oficer of 
Health for Johannesbarg, has been received 
by Mr. Justice Broome, third Puisne Judge of 
the High Court of Natal : : 

“Johannesburg Municipality, Jan. 30, 3906. 

“Mr, Mayor—In raply to your inquiry, I 
have the honour to inform you ; 

“(1) That I have at various times, ond 
without notice to the managors, offlcially visited 
each one of the Chinese compounds within the 
wuuicipal area,. viz. ot the following mines : 
Jupiter, Jompera Deep. New ‘Heriot, South 
Nourse, Nourse Deop, Henry ‘Nourse, Village 
Deop, and Langlaagte Consolidated, ¢ 

“ (2) ‘That the conditions under which the 
Chinese ara living in these compounds ‘are aa 
follow : 

“(a) They are housed in substantial build- 
ings, constructed, as regards beating, lighting, 
ventilation, flooring.and air space, in etrict 
accordance with the recommendations of the 
Transvaal Medical Society; the roome are 
clean, comfortable, and in some, cages, notably 
at Jumpers Deep, quita gay in appearance. 
The atmosphero -of tho rooms, even with the 
full complomeat of boys prosent, is, in my 
experience, invariably free from the ‘magyy’ 
smell so generally noticeable in lodging-houses 
and barrack-rooms in Eogland. An ‘ample 
aufficiancy of baths (with hot and cold water 
Jnid on) and of latrina accommodation is pro- 
vided. In addition, there ia at Jumpors Deep, 
South Nourse, Nourse Deep, and Village Doop 

‘a very fine dining-room, with the corresponding 
greater cloanline-3 in the living rooms.. At 
every compound thers is a large kitchon fitted 
with stenm-beated cooking pots, 

“(b) The Chinese receive an ample, not to 
say generous, diet of good foot, which I have 
repuatedly tasted, and which is prepared by Chi- 
nese cooks, 1 append the daily ‘contract’ diet 
to. which each coolio ia entitled, but the diet 
actually given js still moro libaral, og is aoen from 
the Village Deep scale: 

“(Contract diet. Village Deop scale. 
« 247b ride, Rice ad lib. 
“oz fresh mentor flesh. 80z frash ment, 
“ Soz vegutables, 120% vegetables. 
“ oz tea. . Tes ad lib, 
**Qoz nut oil. 802 white bread instead. 
“Balt. . Salt ad lib. 
_ “(o) The coolies reeoive competent medical 
attendance in well-equipped special. hospitals. 
At the Jumpers Deep there is a resident quali- 
fied Chinese doctor, in addition to the English 
visiting staff. 

“(3) Having had over ten years’ intimate 
official exporience of the housing of the labour- 
ing classos in England, aa medical officer of 
health for the coun’ of Shropshire and the 
county borough of Stockport, and assistant 
medical officer of health for East Kent, I beg, 
in conclusion, to atate that in my judgment the 
condilions under which the Chinese live in the 
compounds within the municipality of Jchan- 
nosburg are, without any manner of doubt, very 
auch superior, as regards housing, food, and 
payment, to those which tbo unskilled labouror 
can command jo vither tho manufacturing or 
raral districts of England, and also to those 
which are often considered good enough for our 
‘own soldiers—I am, &e.,
